The following is a summary of Soviet and KVP military activities observed 
prior to 24 May 1954: 

A« Soviet Troop Movements and Exercises: 

!• First Guards Mechanized Arm y 8 On 2 and 3 May, elements of the 64 th 
Guards Heavy Tank and SP Regiment and the 358th Guards Anti-Aircraft ' 
Artillery Regiment, both subordinate to the 8 th Guards Mechanized 
Division* prepared for shipment toward Koenig sbrueck. Only rear 
details were observed in Borna on 10 May* Elements of the division 
stationed in Grimma ana Leipzig were found at their barracks on 4 and 
15 May- Between 5 and 12 May, a tank regiment of the 11th Guards Tank 
Division was transferred from Neues Lager at Koendgsbrueck to a summer 
camp west of Schmorkau. 

2* Second Guards. Mechanized Army : On 3 May, tank details of the 9th Guards 
Tank Division^were shipped from Neustrelitz to Letzl.ing Heath, where t£ey 
were to practice firing with live ammunition . In mid-May* most units of 
the other three divisions were seen at their posts, with small combat 
elements training nearby 0 

3* Third_ Guards,, Mechanized Army : Between 24 April and 7 May* 32 shipments 
took units of the 7th Guards Tank Division from Meinsdorf' Rosslau and 
Zerbst to Letzling Heath » On 8 May, the 91st Guards Rocket Launcher 
Regiment and the 35th Engineer Regiment were still stationed at their 
winter quarters at Luckenwalde and Sperenbergo 

4. Fourth Guards,, Mechanized Army : In late April, the 468 th Guards Mortar 
Regiment of the 7th Guards Mechanized Division was transferred from 
Beeskow to the Lieberose training grounds where it was identified early 
in May„ At lbast up to 15 May* the 25th Tank Division was stationed at
